AP Business Mews Analyst 
NEW YORK (AP)—Americans 
who are puzzled about what’* go­ 
ing to happen next after

Paris flareup and the increased 
missile rattling bp Khrushchev 
can be pretty sure of one thing: 
The American and Soviet eco­ 
nomic war is sure to pick up in­ 
tensity — no matter what turn 
other phases of the cold war may 
take.
